Plan as Submitted for Consolidation 
of Los Angeles, San Pedro and 
Wilmington Receives Hearty In- 
dorsement from Many Sources. 


ITH @ grand rush 100 men will start today in the big campaign 
for signatures to the petitions for consolidation of Los Angeles, 

San Pedro and Wilmington. This canvass follows close on the 
heels of the action of the City Council yesterday in ratifying the plans 
of the Los Angeles Consolidation Committee. It is hoped that by Sat- 
urday night there will be 13,000 signatures attached to the petitions. 
Next Tuesday these petitions are to be put before the City Council. 
When they are duly verified an election will be called for some date 
between July 16 and August 1 to vote on the union of the three cities. 

Thus are brought to fruition the efforts of the numerous commit- 
tees and official bodies which have labored to this end for many 
months. Harbor improvements valued at $10,000,000 are embraced 
in the plan. These betterments are to be made covering a considerable 
term of years. Of the larger sum $3,000,000 is to be raised by a bond 
issued soon after consolidation shall have become a fact. 

The plans include the improvement of the inner and outer harbors 
\by providing extensive municipally-owned wharfage, a fisherman's. 
wharf, the extension of terminal freight rates to San Pedro and to 
Wilmington; the establishment of a‘ municipal ferry between San 
Pedro and Terminal Island; a similar ferry between Wilmington and 
Terminal Island and the extension of fire protection, police, schools, 
streets and other advantages possessed by Los Angeles to the coast 

The plans are approved by the civic bodies of Los Angeles and by 
the Consolidation Committees of San Pedro and Wilmington.
